Supt. McCants Yesterday

The reports of the various teachers
in the city schools made on the end
of tha first month, October 6, show
some Interesting facto about the en-
roliment of pupile. The total enroll-
ment for both the white and negro
schools {8 3,014, there belng an en-
rollment of 2,183 white pupils and 831
’ These figurse do not in-
clude the night schools, wiilch have
nat beeen mportnd

This enrollment i an Increase of
320 over last year for. both the white
and colored. The fncrease is very
unticeable in the number of white
pupils attending the schools tals year
as compared with, the’'same dates last
year. and the year before. For, the
same dete in 1914 there wae an' en-

‘| rollment in the white schocls of $1,-

981, or 202 fewer that there are Uils
?eur. In 1913 at the same date there
.was an enrollinent of 1,681 »r 502 few-
er white puplls attending today.

“I expect the enrollment to resch
4,000 this year,” stated Supt. Mc-
Cants yesterday oltfernoon. *There
will be p great many more pupils af.
ter Christmas, especlally. As to the
the negro schools, I dxpect a tremen-
dous Increase within the pext month.
